I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  Decemher,  1952. 

POPULATlOi^' . 


The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  population  for  the 
united  district  under  review  was  38? 868  compared  with  38,694  for 
the  previous  year.  Elhara  and  Aest  Ashford  each  showed  a 
slight  increase  in  population  this  year.

The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  four  areas  for  1952  was 
9*5  per  1,00J  estimated  resident  population  vAiich  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  .jales  which  was  11,3. 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  once  more  head  the  list  in 
number  of  deaths  and  Cancer  takes  second  place  - but  not  by  so 
great  a margin.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  have 
remained  stationary  and  there  were  slightly  fewer  deaths  from 
Influenza  and  lung  infections. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rato  during  the  1st  year  of  life  was 
32.20  per  1,000  estimated  births.  The  figure  for  1951  was 
32.92  and  for  1950  it  was  23.0,  Until  I951  the  infant 
mortality  rate  had  been  steadily  declining  but  for  the  past 
2 years  it  has  been  comparatively  high  and  is  considerably 
above  that  for  England  and  i/ales  - 27.60  for  1952. 

On  reviewing  the  causes  of  death  .nino  roeultod  from 
prematurity,  three  from  accidental  asphyxiation,  two  from 
broncho  pneumonia  and  one  from  gaotro  enteritis.  Only  three 
died  from  congenital  defects  'which  were  serious  enough  to 
make  death  inevitable,’ 


Deaths  from  Accident. 

13  deaths  from  Accident  occurred  in  the  areas,  not  so  many 
as  in  1951  but  still  too  high  a figure;  vi/e  need  to  press  on 
with  education  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  and  with  road 
safety  measures. 


INFECTIOUS  DISSASSS. 


The  iacideace  of  infectious  disease  has  been  lo^o* 

There  were  only  four  notifications  of  cases  of  Acute 
Polioiuve litis,  tvjo  in  sast  Ashford  and  two  in  Elharn  "Tof 
these  one  was  a doubtful  case)  and  there  wore  no  deaths,, 

All  made  a good  recovery  fro;.i  the  initial  illness,  two  had 
no  residual  paralysis. 

There  were  26  cases  oi  dearie t L’ever,  all  of  a mild 
type  and  of  these  I9  occurred  in  Hythe,  five  v/ere  removed  to 
hospital  and  the  rest  nursed  at  home.  19  cases  of 
Dysentery  and  Salmonella  Infectioins  were  notified,  but  no 
outbreak  of  food  poisoning  arose;  one  dysentery  carrier  was 
isolated  and  treated  in  hospital.  There  is  much  more 
awareness  of  the  danger,  of ‘'dysciit'ory ‘Hnf ec tions  and  much  more 
intelligent  interest  and  care  ‘Gahen  in  the  clean  handling  of 
food.  There  were  an  unusually  small  number  of  notifications 
of  measles  and  whooping  Gough  in  each  of  the  four  areas  and 
all  'were  nursed  at  home. 


TUi^ERCULOold. 

There  were  a total  of  2>-i.  new  cases  notified  during  the 
y-ar,  ten  of  which  were  resident  in  the  Elharn  Rural  District 
(this  rise  in  the  Elharn  .d.D.  figures  would  not  appear  to  have 
any  special  significance).  The  number  of  new  cases  in  1951 
was  22  and  in  1950  was  I?*  9 cases  were  removed  from  the 

registers  on  recovery  and  10  deaths  occurred  during  che  year. 
The  death  rate  for  the  four  areas  was  0.23  Qi-ib.  that  for 
England  and  ealos  was  0.24. 

HQUOlNQ , 

The  situation  re  housi  ng  would  appear  to  be  easing 
though  there  are  many  urgent  cases  still  needing  attention. 

The  cessation  of  the  use  of  Hothficld  Gamp  for  housing 
purposes  is  now  happily  in  sight  and  oy  next  year  we  hope 
to  have  completed  its  evacuation. 

ChRE  OP  OLD  PE0PI.E. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  lauch  change  iii  the  facilities 
for  hospital  accommodation  but  several  private  homes  for  old 
people,  who  can  afford  to  pay  a reasonable  amount, have  been 
started  in  the  areas  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  good  work  will 
continue.  The  worn  of  the  Clubs  for  old  people  is  much 
valued  and  Hythe  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  unusually 
lovely  and  comfortable  nev/  Club  Hoorn. 

RATER  i^ND  SEWERAGE. 

Each  year  sees  improvement  in  the  supply  of  mains  water 
to  properties,  especially  in  the  Rural  areas  where,  the 
difficulties  of  distance  are  so  great.  81,3%  of  the 
dwelling  houses  in  the  rural  areas  .now'  have  access  to  mains  -wa 
and  in  only  a few  cases  is  refusal  to  connect  encountered.  1 

only  a very  few  ca:-es  is  the  mains  water  supply  inadeciuate 
in  quantity  - this  does  arise  whore  old  and  narrow  pipes  have 
not  been  renewed  for  many  years  and  where  new  connections  are 
constantly  being  made.

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  improve 
standards  in  food  shops,  restaurants  and  other  premises 
dealing  with  food  for  human  consumption.  The  distribution 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  of  notices  re  the  control  of 
dogs  in  food  shops  has  given  an  opportunity  to  press  home 
the  importance  of  the  clean  handling  of  food,  it  is  often 
found  that  the  retailer  of  food  is  more  aware  of  this  than  are 
some  of  his  customers  and  the  only  hope  for  real  improvement 
is  by  the  continued  education  of  the  whole  community  in  these 
matterso 


The  general  work  of  the  department  has  run  smoothly  and 
co-operation  has  been  excellent.  I am  ^specially  grateful 
to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  prompt  Vv'ay  in  which  they 
have  dealt  with  all  matters  I have  referred  to  them  and  for 
their  reports  which  have  been  extensively  used  in  those 
sections  of  this  report  relating  to  their  work,  I have  also

Imruunisation. 

During  the  year  107  children  received  primary 
inoculations  against  Dioheheria  and  120  received  reinforcing 
inoculations,  h total  of  2p0  children  of  0-4  years  had 
been  immunised  by  the  end  of  1952.  This  is  about  60^0  of 
the  children  of  this  age  group  and  is  a definite 
improvement  on  the  previous  year.

given  as  much  attention  as  the  circumstances  would  allo\i;  during

Much  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  necessity  for  every 
person  engaged  in  food  handling  to  observe  a code  of  cleanliness, 
and  it  is  noticeaole  in  the  course  of  visits  to  food  shops  that 
more  people,  both  members  of  the  puolic  and  persons  engaged  in 
the  trade,  are  aware  of  che  especial  dangers  of  dirty  habits  in 
the  trade* 

This  is  all  to  the  good  but  the  effects  w/ill  not  be  lasting

showdng  the  number  of  each  type  of  food  premises  in  the  district' 
and  fhe  standard  in  relation  to  the  reouireraonts  sot  out  above. 
It  is  almost  universal  that  the  first  requirement  is  complied 
with.  This  condition  relates  generally  speaking  to  'che  shop 
premises  itself  ans  because  this  is  where  the  puDlic  are  served 
the  place  is  kjpt  to  look  as  clean  and  attractive  as  possible, 
it  is  at  fhe  back  where  standards  fall.

Hon  Pickers  Camps. 

The  accommodation  for  hop  pickers  consists  of  some  649  huts 
with  coomhoLiso  and  closeu  accommodation  at  13  camps,  all  of  which 
are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Chilham  and  the  number  of 
imported  pickers  occupying  these  is  about  2,000,  The  huts 
generally  are  in  a fair  and  weatherproof  condition,  some  however, 
are  of  a more  modern  type  than  others,  v'l/atcr  supplies  are  almost 
entirely  from  the  main  supply  and  sufficient  for  the  ordinary 
needs  of  the  pickers,  v^i  th  the  exception  of  a few  pail  closets 
the  closet  accommodation  is  entirely  of  the  portable  type. 
Satisfactory  hygienic  control  of  the  camps  is  made  more  difficult 
by  the  picxers  neglect  and  abuse  of  refuse  receptacles,  the 
scattering  of  food  refuse  and  rubbish,  and  the  misuse  of  closets 
which  reouire  regular  cleansing  and  attention. 

First-aid  dispensaries  are  provided  at  certain  of  theccamps 
by  the  Church  of  Angland  Mission  to  Hop  Pickers  and  by  the 
Ashford  Hoanch  of  the  British  Ped  Gross  oociety,
